“A well regulated militia [army] said 
this amendment to the Constitution, one 
of the series of amendments which broad- 
ened the civil right of the people, being 
necessary to the security of every state, 
the right of the people to keep and bear 
arms shall not be infringed.” - 

Throughout the world where the people 
are mobilizing their strength to resist fas- 
cism, the people’s front movement is in the 
foreground in a determined struggle to 
maintain peace and democracy. In the United 


States a democratic front is developing. The 


aspirations of the people to preserve and 
advance their democratic heritage is seen in 
the progressive policies of the New Deal 
(which the fascists are so viciously assail- 


ing), in the growth and the development of ~~ 


the labor movement, and in Labor’s Non- 
Partisan Meague and the many other pro- 
gressive and peace movements. 

It is in the light of these circumstances 
that one must examine the character of the 
army and its relation to the people.

Though eut in two, 
Spain, besides holding out indefinitely, can turn the 
tide, if it receives aid from France, from British labor, 
and from the lifting of the embargo in the United 
States.

CHINA: The attacks of the Rome -Berlin-Tokio 
triangle must be considered as a whole. So far as the 
world picture is concerned, the aggression in China 
cannot be separated from the invasion in Spain. On 
the Chinese front the fascist alliance is losing war 
though it may be winning specific battles. o one 
seriously doubts the growing power and effectiveness 
of China's defense. Best proof is the action of the 
Japanese ‘Minister of War, General Gen Sugiyama, 
who flew. to the Lunghai front, where Japanese trehps 
now advancing, they move 

at a snail's pace only after reinforcements that dis- 
rupt Japan’s entire war plan. Every blow struck at 
Japan by the Chinese peuple weakens the fascist war

AUSTRIA: The regimented press reports tbout 
what is occurring in Austria cannot fully conceal the 
truth that the Nazi invaders are concerned over the 
outcome of the April 10 plebiscite. This is not because 
they do not expect an overwhelming “yes” vote—that 
is assurred beforehand, by the usual Nazi election 
campaign and by the procedure at * fascists in 
counting and reporting the results. 

As special correspondence of the N. v. Times and 
other reports reveal, een many of the Austrian Nazis 
today are deeply disturbed and discontented over the 


complete absorption of Austria into the Nazi Reich. 


They had pictured anschluss“ differently, The 
strange antics of thé Vatican (first attacking the 
plebiscite and then repudiating the attack, and later 
refusing to come out affirmatively for the plebiscite, 
and the trip of Cardinal Innitzer of Vienna to Rome) 
are evidence of the ferment among Austrian Catholics. 
| GREAT BRITAIN: The parliamentary vote sus- 
taining the Tory foreign policy seems not to change 


Monday’s face-slapping incident, historically rare in 
the mother of parliaments, is a symptom of the tense- 
ness of the situation. In the country, as the Britishers 


say, every new partliamentary vote increases popular 


indignation and revulsion at the callousness of Cham- 
berlain. It is said on the best authority that no Tory 
member of parliament who holds his seat with a 
majority smaller than 10,000 is now safe in the event 
of a test. The publication of the proposed Anglo- 


Itallan pact, ‘which was given out by the Italian and 


Tory stooge, Augur, pseudonym for the White Rus- 
sian, Poliakoff, as a trial baloon, will not reassure the 
British people. Nearly every demand of Mussolini has 


therein been granted. British labor is flatly telling the 
Tories that it will not co-operate in the giant arma- 


ment program, which, in face of the Tory foreign 
policy, means building a war machine that can help 
the fascist dictators. Before any further discussion as 


to how labor is to work in the armaments industries, 
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The Tory premier Chamberlain of Britain 
in his latest attempt to defend his fascist- 
appeasing, war- encouraging, policy had to re- 
sort to a vicious lie in order to cover up his 
previous distortions of truth in favor of the 
fascist dictators. 

Mr. Chamberlain boasted that the Tory 
poliey of conciliating the fascist war plans 
“had won general approval not only by this 
country but practically the whole world with 


the possible exception of Russia.” 


The Whaley-Eaton Service, a confiden- 
tial news agency for American bankers 
and businessmen has informed its sub- 
seribers that Chamberlain’s policy is op- 
posed by the majority of British people 
today. 

Not only have the French’ people been 
aroused against the war-producing program 
of the British Tories but leading forces in 
collaboration of Chamberlain with the fascist 
triangle did not raise their voices: against 
the Tories are now open in their condemna-
